Some of Brooklyn’s greatest 
basketball stars gathered with 
real estate developer Bruce 
Ratner at Junior’s restaurant 
Tuesday afternoon to promote 
his bid to bring the New Jersey 
Nets to Brooklyn. 

“We are going to fulfill the 
dream of all Brooklynites,” said 
Ratner, who seemed to be having 
the time of his life as he joked 
with basketball greats including 
Connie Hawkins, World B. Free 
and Albert King. 

Taking the microphone, some 
of the stars, many of who hailed 
from Brownsville and Bedford- 
Stuyvesant, touted the importance 
of having an NBA team in the 
Borough of Kings. 

“I hope this happens,” Hawkins 
said, adding, “I would come back 


to find a job.” 

“Brooklyn Nets, let’s go,” 
added Free, who grew up in 
Brownsville and retired in 1989 
after 13 years in the NBA. 

But no one seemed quite as ec- 
static as Borough President Marty 
Markowitz, who has been trying 
to bring a professional sports team 
to the borough since the day he 
took office. 

“My lifelong dream will be ful- 
filled,” Markowitz said. 

Not so fast, Marty. 

Ratner is among a group of bid- 
ders making a play to purchase the 
Nets from YankeeNets, the parent 
company of the team. 

New York Islanders hockey 
team owner Charles Wang also 
submitted a bid to bring the Nets 
to Long Island. And only real es- 
tate mogul Charles Kushner and 
Sen. Jon Corzine, who also made

Vandals hit 
Slope 'shul'

Vandals attacked stained glass 
windows and spray-painted graffi- 
ti at a Park Slope synagogue over 
the weekend during the Jewish 
holiday of Sukkot. 

At a news conference Monday after- 
noon in front of Congregation B’nai Ja- 
cob, an Orthodox synagogue on Ninth 
Street at Seventh Avenue, Rabbi Shi- 
mon Hecht called the vandalism “heart- 
breaking” and said he believed it was 
an act of anti-Semitism. 

Hecht said he found the act particu- 
larly hurtful on a holiday when “Jews 
don’t just pray for themselves, but pray 
for all mankind.” 

Sukkot celebrates the fall harvest and 
commemorates the desert wandering of 
the Jews during the Exodus. 

“Unfortunately people don’t respect 
one another,” Hecht said of the incident.

Hynes: Norman stole Dem bucks 

DA charges Clarence treated party as 'personal piggy bank'

A grand jury investigation into the 
sale of judgeships in Brooklyn brought 
the county’s Democratic Party boss 
before a judge of his own this week. 

The chairman of the Kings County Demo- 
cratic Committee, Assemblyman Clarence 
Norman Jr., was indicted on charges of steal- 
ing $5,000 from his own re-election commit- 
tee and submitting 76 fraudulent vouchers 
for reimbursements for travel expenses total- 
ing more than $5,000. 

According to Hynes, the Democratic Par- 
ty picked up the tab for Norman’s gas and 
tolls, but Norman allegedly double-dipped, 
by filing for reimbursement from the As- 
sembly. 

If convicted, Norman could face up to 
seven years in jail. 

This week, Norman called the charges 
“ludicrous” and told The Brooklyn Papers 
the travel expenses were an allowance, not a 
reinbursement. 

Norman accused Hynes of using the in- 
dictment as a political tactic to insure his 
own re-election. 

“He came up with nothing,” Norman said. 
“We’re going to win this battle.” 

Joined by supporters and almost all of the 
borough’s 42 district leaders, Norman took a 


symbolic last meal at the Park Plaza Diner 
on Cadman Plaza West, where many of the 
Brooklyn Democrats’ meetings are held, be- 
fore walking with a cadre of supporters to 
the district attorney’s office just before 9 pm 
on Oct. 9. 

Norman arranged for his own highly pub- 
licized perp walk from the diner to District 
Attorney Charles Hynes’ office at 350 Jay St. 

He spent the night there, was fingerprint- 
ed, handcuffed and released on $25,000 bail 
after turning over his passport and entering a 
not-guilty plea at his arraignment Friday 
morning. 

Hynes called a press conference immedi- 
ately after where he outlined the charges 
against Norman and accused the Democratic 
boss of using the party as his “personal pig- 
gy bank.” Hynes said more charges against 
party officials could be in the offing. 

“The train is leaving,” said Hynes, noting 
that those who want to avoid prosecution 
should come forward. 

Jeffrey Feldman, executive director of the 
Kings County Democratic Committee, was 
not indicted by the grand jury. He is still un- 
der investigation, sources said. 

Norman has responded to Hynes’ indict- 
ment with a charge of his own. 

In a letter this week to Brooklyn Chief 
Judge Ann Pfau, Norman’s attorney, Roger

CB6 SLAMS 
PIER PLANS

As a consulting firm prepares a proposal that will 
determine the fate of the Red Hook-Columbia Street 
piers, Community Board 6 has issued a scathing rebuke 
to the firm, charging it has ignored community input, 
rushed the study along and failed to give hard facts 
about the port’s operations. 

The community board also advocated for continued maritime 
use of the piers and requested a copy of the draft so it can weigh 
in on the final version. 

As for community input, the board, which represents Car- 
roll Gardens, Cobble Hill, the Columbia Street Waterfront 
District, Gowanus, Park Slope and Red Hook, called the pub- 
lic participation process “crucially flawed” and said residents 
were being left in the cold in the actual decision-making 
process. 

Jerry Armer, chairman of CB6, fired off a letter to John 
Alschluer, a principal in Hamilton Rabinowitz & Alschuler 
(HR&A), the consulting firm hired to lead the study. 

“We are absolutely dissatisfied with the public participation 
process both in terms of how the process was structured and 
how the public was engaged,” Armer wrote in a letter accompa- 
nying the board’s statement of position. 

In that statement, the board called for “waterfront dependent” 
uses for the piers and rejected “residential, ‘big box’ or other or- 
dinary commercial activity.” 

“There has been no attempt whatsoever to have the commu- 
nity actively and demonstrably participate in the deliberative 
process,” read the CB6 statement.

Adler, said the grand jury that 
charged him should be inves- 
tigated for leaks to the Daily 
News. 

Adler also fired off a letter 
to city Chief Judge Joan 
Carey asking for a special 
prosecutor to investigate the 
leaks, which occurred under 
Hynes’ watch. 

Hynes spokesman, Jerry 
Schmetterer told The Brook- 
lyn Papers this week that the 
leaks were “an intolerable sit- 
uation” and said Hynes would 
welcome the investigation but 
was not considering conduct- 
ing his own probe at this time. 

At the press conference, 
Hynes blasted those responsi- 
ble for the leaks and joked 
with a Daily News reporter, 
asking if she wanted to give 
up the name of her source. 

Norman told The Papers he 
believed the leaks were com- 
ing from Hynes. 

The Norman probe came 
as part of a grand jury investi- 
gation into the sale of judge- 
ships in Brooklyn set off by 
the bribery indictment of 
Brooklyn Supreme Court 


Judge Gerald Garson, who is 
being investigated for accept- 
ing gifts in exchange for fa- 
vorable divorce and child cus- 
tody rulings. 

Despite the indictment, 
Norman has no intentions of 
relinquishing his seat, he said 
during Thursday’s political 
sit-down at the Park Plaza 
Restaurant. 

“It didn’t even come up,” 
one district leader said of a 
possible successor to Norman. 

But according to Bay 
Ridge district leader Ralph 
Perfetto, people were jockey- 
ing for position at the restau- 
rant before Norman turned 
himself in. 

“The body wasn’t even 
cold yet,” said Perfetto, who 
said he was trying to rally 
support for Norman. 

“Let’s not rush the judge- 
ment,” he added. 

Perfetto made headlines 
last month when he and Park 
Slope district leader Allan 
Fleishman got into a shouting 
match that turned physical 
outside the party judicial con- 
vention. Perfetto had taken 
exception to Fleishman’s ac- 


cusation that his vote had 
been bought by Norman. 

At Thursday’s meeting, 
Perfetoo and Fleishman 
shook hands and agreed to 
put the incident behind them. 

While a replacement for 
Norman was not formally dis- 
cussed, phone calls lobbying 
on behalf of several potential 
candidates including Benson- 
hurst district leader Joseph 
Bova were placed to several 
district leaders before Thurs- 
day’s meeting, sources said. 

Bova, who has been a dis- 
trict leader for the past 13 
years, acknowledged the push 
to nominate him but said, “It’s 
not my idea, it’s the idea of 

Asked about Norman, 
Bova simply said, “He’s a 
good guy.” 

In a bit of non-Norman 
business at Park Plaza, Fred 
Hamilton was voted in to re- 
place longtime party vice 
chairman Pat Guadagnino, 
who retired. 

While Norman retains the 
party’s helm, some leaders 
would like to see him resign. 

“He should seriously con- 
sider stepping down for the 
good of the party,” said Bay 
Ridge district leader Joanne 
Seminara, who has been criti- 


cal of the system since being 
elected district leader last 

“We need to change the 
way we operate completely,” 
said Seminara. She refused to 
vote for the past two judicial 
slates because, she said, they 
were single-handedly selected 
by Norman rather than voted 
on by the leaders. 

This year, Seminara helped 
organize a women’s caucus 
that screened judicial candi- 
dates, but she said that process 
was not taken into considera- 
tion by Norman, who ulti- 
mately chose the slate. 

Because Brooklyn is made 
up predominantly of Democ- 
rats, a spot on the Democratic 
ballot almost guarantees a 
judgeship. 

“I am concerned about the 
image of the party,” said 
Fleishman, adding that the 
Kings County Democratic 
Party was among the largest in 
the country. 

“My job as a district leader 
is to elect Democrats,” said 
Fleishman. “But it becomes 
difficult when we have all 
these charges and rallies and 
articles — all these distrac- 
tions — that don’t keep our 
focus on what we’re really 
here to do. I am concerned.”

Frank Adinolfi and Lenny Cristino, owners 
of Monteleone’s Bakery at 355 Court St., ac- 
tually met at the bakery 20 years ago. 

“Lenny was ‘the kid,’ working in the 
kitchen,” says Frank. "Then he got promoted 
and I became ‘the kid.’” 

Four years ago Lenny and Frank bought 
the bakery from Tony D’Antonio, the last in 
the series of owners since Frank Monteleone 
opened the shop in 1902.

Last Christmas we made a ginger wreath cake 
for 150 people. That’s British. A while ago we 
made a red velvet cake, which comes from the 
South. The recipe called for red vinegar, and 
even though it was against his principles, 
Lenny made it that way.” 

Lenny also makes seasonal and holiday 
goodies. This fall he’ll be making candy ap- 
ples and charlotte russes (bavarian cream en- 
cased in lady fingers). Yum!

Feeding frenzy 

Slope church asks pigeon lovers to hold seed

While most New York- 
ers consider pigeons on a 
scale from mere nuisance 
to rats with wings, an ani- 
mal rights group is livid 
over what they say is an 
attack on the city birds by 
a Park Slope church. 

For years, residents have 
taken to leaving piles of bird 
seed on the steps of the 
Greenwood Baptist Church at 
the comer of Sixth Street and 
Seventh Avenue. As a result, 
the pigeons nest in the cor- 
nices atop the church and 
leave their proverbial mark 
behind. 

The church has responded 
by posting signs and most re- 
cently has put up a series of 
small, white laminated plac- 
ards on the outside fence ask- 
ing people not to feed the 

But Johanna Clearfield, a 
writer and animal activist who 
heads the Urban Wildlife 
Coalition, claims the church 
has taken its anti-pigeon quest 
too far, by requesting that po- 
lice officers stand guard out- 
side the church to bust seed 
droppers. 

In defense of the pigeons, 
the Urban Wildlife Coalition 
fired off a letter to the church 
addressed to Pastor Earnest 
Jones pleading with him to al- 
low the birds to feast on the 

“Because of Mayor Mich- 
ael Bloomberg’s initiative of 
ticketing those who wish to 
feed the birds, the percentage 
of food available has shrunk 
exponentially. This has caused 
a crisis for the bird population, 
which survives mainly on 
what it is offered,” reads the 
letter. 

Pigeons, unlike many of its 
feathered friends, do not eat 
insects, which makes dining in 
the city all the more difficult 
for them. 

While the group says it’s 
trying to negotiate with the 
city for bird-feeding kiosks in 
the parks, it has asked the pas- 
tor to permit continued feed- 
ing behind the church’s iron 
gate, which it says offers tem- 
porary protection where the 
birds don’t risk being tram- 
pled by foot traffic, chased by 
dogs or hit by cars. 

“We are actively seeking 
long-term solutions for what is 
actually a profound and dis- 
turbing crisis — the issue of 
compassion for animals in the 
midst of a compassionless so- 
ciety,” the letter continues. 

While other bird-feeding 
factions including “several 
elderly couples” have taken to 
littering the church steps with 
cooked rice and whole bagels 
(which Clearfield says the 
birds cannot eat), the Urban 
Wildlife Coalition denounced 
any connection between the 
groups. 

“This is not our doing,” the 
letter reads, explaining that 
members of their group only 
distribute bird seed and dry 

“Bird seed is not litter, es- 
pecially if it is given to 
wildlife,” Clearfield said. 

The Department of Sanita- 
tion disagrees. 

“Technically, if it’s thrown 
on the sidewalk or the street it 
its littering. You can be fined 
for that,” said Sanitation De- 
partment spokeswoman Kathy 
Dawkins. 

Those summonses are 
$100, said Dawkins, who said 
she could only recall one inci- 
dent four years ago when a 
woman was ticketed for feed- 
ing birds. 

But according to Clearfield,

city pigeons depend upon the 


“Pigeons do not come from 
North America and they don’t 
have a natural food source 
here,” she said. “They were 
brought here as domestic 
birds. They have been de- 
pendent on what has been of- 
fered to them.” 

Pastor Jones said that while 
he is concerned that so much 
seed is being placed on the 
church steps, there was “no 
tension with the church and 
community about it.” 

Jones said the church 
spoke with police, who 
agreed to drive by and take a 
look to see if anybody was 
leaving seeds and bread 
crumbs. 

While Clearfield claims 
that the church had police of- 
ficers stationed outside on the 
night of Sept. 29 to catch bird 
feeders in the act and that 
Jones threatened to charge of- 
fenders “with attacking the 
church,” Deputy Inspector 
Edward Mullen, commanding 
officer of the 78th Precinct, 
said the claim was untrue. 

According to a police 
source, the precinct received a

pher who has lived on the 
block for the past 13 years.

17 Buildings Department 
hearing and could face fines 
of up to $60,000 for six out- 
standing safety violations is- 
sued between Sept. 18 and 
Sept. 30, according to Dinsay. 

Approached this week, 
workers at the site said they 
had not heard of the window 
smashing. 

Calls to the main office of 
Kreisler Borg Forman, in 
Scarsdale, N.Y., were referred 
to Brooklyn Law School.

phone call from the church 
earlier in the summer asking 
if they could help. 

The source said that in ad- 
dition to the “barrel of feed” 
being left behind, the birds 
were “going to the bathroom 
all over the place,” and leav- 
ing the church steps a mess. 

But the pigeon problem is 
nothing new. 

™ ■ 1 - Community Board 6 dis- 

ct manager Craig Hammer- 
an said that a member of the 
church had contacted the 
board about the problem sev- 
eral years ago. 

Because the church could 
technically be fined by the 
Sanitation Department for the 
pigeon-feed on its property, 
Hammerman said the board 
did not want to call the 
agency about it. 

“We were not about to start 
asking the Department of 
Sanitation to start writing 
tickets against the church,” 
said Hammerman. 

Instead, the board advised 
the church to post signs ask- 
ing residents and passersby 
not to feed the pigeons. 

Signs of various kinds have 
been posted ever since. 

While the Urban Wildlife 
Coalition is working hard to 
persuade Greenwood Baptist 
to allow for continued bird 
feasting, it is also bringing the 
issue citywide. 

A “feed-in” protest where 
advocates will feed 200 to 
300 pigeons is planned for 
later this month in Manhattan. 

As for Brooklyn, Hammer- 
man said the community 
board would be happy to di- 
rect bird feeders to Prospect 
Park, just two blocks away. 

“There are 500 acres there, 
Hammerman said, “They 
don’t need to take up 10 
square feet of sidewalk in 
Park Slope.

Asked what specific meas- 
ures the school had taken in 
light of the incident, Harvey 
declined to comment. 

Concern over construction 
of this dorm is nothing new. 

Neighborhood groups in 
Brooklyn Heights, Cobble 
Hill and Boerum Hill united 
in opposition to the rezoning 
of the site so that Brooklyn 
Law could build above the 
120-foot height limit set by 
the Special Downtown Brook- 
lyn District, which the city 
passed at the request of the 
surrounding neighborhood 
groups. 

The zoning considered the 
area a buffer zone between the 
Downtown commercial dis- 
trict and the residential brown- 
stone communities. 

Levy, who called the crane 
incident “very unnerving,” 
said, “The thing that was so 
upsetting is that the accident 
followed less than a year from 
the garage collapse.” 

Last October, an indoor 
parking garage at 199 State St. 
collapsed after excavation of 
the dormitory tract destabi- 
lized the adjacent garage. 

No one was hurt, but the in- 
cident left a pile of crushed 
cars and a sea of seething 
neighbors. 

Councilman David Yassky,

Promising fresh meat 
and produce, and deluging 
pedestrians and car wind- 
shields with fliers offering 
$50 off a shopper’s first 
purchase, online grocer 
Fresh Direct has leaped 
across the East River into 
Brownstone Brooklyn. 

If you live in Brooklyn 
Heights, you’ve no doubt no- 
ticed their ubiquitous delivery 
trucks over the past few 
weeks. 

With a Sept. 25 launch and 
thousands of customers pre- 
registered for the home-gro- 
cery-shopping service, Fresh 
Direct, which has operated in 
Manhattan since July 2002, 
entered the Brooklyn market 
via the high-end neighbor- 
hoods of Brooklyn Heights 
and DUMBO. 

Service to Carrroll Gardens 
and Cobble Hill was added a 
few weeks later, and Park 
Slope will soon be on board, 
said Fresh Direct CEO and

founder Joe Fidele. So far, 
125,000 customers have tried 
the service, and about 25,000 
orders are placed each week, 
Fidele said.

doesn’t tEiink so — and the 
competition isn’t exactly 
quaking. 

Ivan Arguello, owner of the 
Key Food supermarket on 
Montague Street between 
Henry and Hicks streets in 
Brooklyn Heights, said it was 
too early to determine the im- 
pact of FreshDirect on his 
business. Besides, people like 
shopping in his store, he said. 

“We are a neighborhood 
store,” said Arguello. “We’ve 
serviced this community for 
over 20 years in the same lo- 

“We personalize our busi- 
ness. We know our customers’ 
names and they know ours.” 
Arguello also does a brisk 
home-delivery service. 

“I suppose we could lose 
some members,” said Joe 
Holtz, general manager of the 
Park Slope Food Co-op, a 30- 
year-old grocery store that re- 
quires its shoppers to work 
about three hours a month in 
the co-op for their member- 

“For some people, to sit at 
their computer and have gro- 
ceries delivered to them. I 
guess that’s a very attractive 
thing,” Holtz said. 


But he doesn’t think 
FreshDirect will take away the 
co-op’s support. 

“There’s a certain feeling of 
community in the co-op and 
that’s priceless,” he said. 

Hands-on shopping may be 
the working phrase here. 
Many shoppers, like Stacey 
Leanne Kalish, of Manhattan, 
still want to mb the peach fuzz 
or knock the melons before 
they buy. 

“I haven’t used FreshDirect 
since [my first order], being 
that I am one of those freaks 
that actually finds a trip to the 
store therapeutic,” Kalish said 

Arguello added that while 
FreshDirect has a “beautiful” 
Web site, “people still like to 
come to the store to see what 
they’ll buy.” 

The low rates of Internet 
access in some Brooklyn 
neighborhoods slowed Fresh- 
Direct’s entry into the bor- 
ough, Fidele said. 

FreshDirect is also explor- 
ing alternatives to home com- 
puter access, like neighbor- 
hood kiosks, to bring service 
to lower-income neighbor- 
hoods, he said.

a bid, said they would keep the team in New Jersey. 

But Ratner’s bid might have gotten a boost from Nets players 
this week, who said they would rather be traded than move to 
Long Island. 

Both Nets point guard Jason Kidd and center Alonzo Mourn- 
ing told reporters that if the Nets moved to Long Island they 
would ask to be traded. While both OK’d a move to Brooklyn, 
staying in New Jersey ranked as their first choice. 

Ratner has proposed a 20,000-seat arena and 5,500 units of 
residential housing over the Metropolitan Transportation Author- 
ity’s Long Island Rail Road yards, roughly the same site where 
Brooklyn Dodgers owner Walter O’Malley had proposed in the 
early 1950s to build a domed baseball stadium. When he could- 
n’t work out a deal with the city, the team moved to Los Angeles 
in 1957. 

Markowitz considers the day the Dodgers left Brooklyn 
among the grimmest of his 58 years. 

“When I was 12 years old I cried like a baby when the 
Dodgers left for la-la land.” Markowitz said. 

Ratner said the idea to buy the team actually came from 
Markowitz who contacted him last October to say “we gotta get 
the Nets to Brooklyn.” 

And if Ratner was jazzed about bringing the team here, he was 
tight-lipped about details. 

Questions about how the team would be funded, how the bid- 
ding process would work, and where the team would play during 
the three years it would take to complete the arena all came back 
with “no comment.” 

Ratner did vow, however, that tickets would be “affordable” 

When asked what made his bid the best, Ratner beamed, “This 
is Brooklyn.” 

Ratner, known for developing the Metrotech office complex in 
Downtown Brooklyn and the under-construction Atlantic Termi- 
nal office, retail and transit hub at Atlantic and Flatbush avenues, 
adjacent to the proposed arena site, holds the development rights 
to the neighboring Long Island Rail Road yards over which the 
sports complex would be built. 

According to MTA spokesman Tom Kelly, Ratner’s bid to de- 
velop on the property was accepted by the MTA, giving him sole 
rights to develop there for a certain period of time. Kelly would 
not disclose how much Ratner paid for the rights or for how 
many years, but added that Ratner would still have to get ap- 
proval for a specific project, like a Nets arena, from the MTA be- 
fore building there. 

Ratner has hired renowned architect Frank Gehry, known for 
his design of the Guggenheim Museum Bilbao, in Spain, to de- 
sign the arena. 

But not everyone would be glad to see the Nets come to the 
site. Neighborhood protesters gathered outside Junior’s Tuesday 
to let Ratner and Markowitz know just how they feel. 

“This is not a good idea,” said Muriel Tillinghast, of Prospect 
Heights, who cited traffic, ecology and asthma among the key 
concerns. 

Vanessa Carey, who lives in Fort Greene, blocks away from 
the proposed site, said the new construction was “already a 
headache,” referring to Ratner’s Atlantic Terminal project. 

The group has collected 1,500 signatures of residents who op- 
pose the stadium.

Borough President Marty Markowitz 
touted the borough’s religious diversity at 
the press conference and condemned the 
vandals, who he said were most likely “a 
few punks.” 

“We should require them to go the 
Holocaust museum in Manhattan to un- 
derstand the end result of hatred,” 
Markowitz said. 

The borough president said he was as- 
sembling a task force of religious leaders 
to address the issue. 

The incident is under investigation by 


the Hate Crimes Task Force, police said. 

Last week, the tires of more than three 
dozen cars belonging mostly to Jewish 
families were slashed in Crown Heights 
on Yom Kippur, the most holiest day of 
the Jewish year. Most of the car owners 
were praying in their synagogues at the 

At press time, police said there was no 
reason to believe there was a connection 
between the incidents. 

A witness who lives across from the 
synagogue, on Ninth Street, told B’nai Ja- 
cob officials that she had seen two 
teenagers trying to smash the window, but 


did not call police. 

The broken glass, which still littered 
the ground Monday morning, was discov- 
ered Saturday night by Moshe Weiden- 
feld, an assistant to Rabbi Hecht. 

Weidenfeld said he didn’t notice the 
graffiti until the next morning when he re- 
turned to the synagogue. 

While police said they didn’t immedi- 
ately recognize the graffiti tags, the Gang 
Unit and Transit Vandal Squad, both of 
which keep track of graffiti, was notified, 
said Deputy Inspector Edward Mullen, 
commanding officer of the 78th Precinct. 

“This is the only incident we have 


had,” Mullen said referring to attacks 
against any of the neighborhood’s four 
synagogues. 

Built at the turn of the century as a syn- 
agogue, the building was used as a VFW 
Hall for decades and left in disarray until 
it was bought by Congregation B’nai Ja- 
cob about five years ago. 

“We have put a lot of time and money 
into the building,” Hecht said, noting that 
the cost of the property and renovations 
have run over a million dollars. 

The 12 stained-glass panels on the 
doors leading into the synagogue depict 
the tribes of Israel. The panels depicting 
the tribes of Reuben and Shimon were 
cracked. 

Hecht estimated it would cost about 
$3,000 to replace them. 


Park Slope Councilman Bill DeBlasio, 
who lives nearby, gazed up at the lost win- 
dow and called the act of vandalism 
“grotesque.” 

“What would drive somebody to do 
something like that?” asked DeBlasio. 
who said his office would help the syna- 
gogue raise funds to replace the window 
and remove the graffiti. 

In his two years in office, DeBlasio, 
who noted a growing graffiti problem in 
his district, said he could remember sever- 
al other incidents, in neighboring Kens- 
ington and Borough Park, where vandals 
painted swastikas on a Jewish deli, syna- 
gogue and on a family’s garage. 

“We are taking this very seriously,” 
said Lt. James Woods of Patrol Borough 
Brooklyn South.

Trading 

holidays 


Q: “We always feel pulled 
in different directions about 
where to spend all the holi- 
days. Will we eat two turkey 
dinners this year or be more 
sensible?” — parents 

A: Over the holidays, it’s 
up to parents to say “no thank 
you” to second and third serv- 
ings of guilt. When you create 
your own “Holiday Survival 
Checklist,” put your health 
and the comfort of your 
spouse and children at the top 
of the list, says Susan New- 
man, PhD, a social psycholo- 
gist at Rutgers University. 

Holiday stress usually 
comes from trying to fulfill 
the hopes of others, she says. 

Look for options, turn invi- 
tations down as needed, rotate 
holidays with different sides 
of the family. Let others know 
as early as possible what 
schedule works for you this 

Just don’t take on extra re- 
sponsibilities out of guilt — 
two turkey dinners in one 
day? — and expect to have an 
enjoyable time. 

“Don’t be afraid to enforce 
the plans you make to protect 
yourself and your family,” 
says Newman, author of “No- 
body’s Baby Now: Reinvent- 
ing Your Adult Relationship 
with Your Mother and Father” 
(Walker & Co., 2003). “Chil- 
dren can feel your tension. If 
you are racing around, it un- 
nerves your child.” 

For more relaxed holidays, 
lower your expectations, 
Newman suggests, particular- 
ly if you are hosting the festiv- 
ities. The purpose is to be to- 
gether and have fun — not get 
into Martha Stewart-entertain- 
ing contests. 

“Everybody feels holidays 
have to be perfect, but you 
don’t need to use your best 
tablecloth. Announce that 
spills are allowed,” she says. 
“Particularly with children in- 
volved, the more relaxed and 
informal the setting, the better 
time people will have.” 

Even when parents make 
an effort to balance time with 
extended families, someone 
inevitably winds up feeling 
left out or stressed out. 

“It’s agonizing,” says a 
mother who strives to strength- 
en ties with two sets of grand- 
parents while building tradi- 
tions in her own home. “It’s 
exhausting when there are so 
many variables to organize.” 
For parents with no free time 
to spare, pressure and guilt 
trips make matters worse. 

“When you put pressure on, 
you do damage,” says Sue 
Johnson, a grandmother who 
wrote “Grandloving: Making 
Memories with Your Grandchil- 
dren” (Heartstrings Press, 2000) 
with her daughter-in-law. 

“Give your children their 
wings and they will fly away 
and return. Try to hold on, and 
they will resist. 

What helps, says one moth- 
er of three boys under age 10: 
“Saying you appreciate the ef- 
fort, no matter how the visit

Critics have complained that 
the questions-only pobcy at 
Alschuler’s meetings has pre- 
vented them from making state- 
ments and having their voices 
heard by the general pubbc.

All that aside, Oddo sug- 
gested that Dean try running 
on a new platform. 

“Dean helped us fight crim- 
inals and maybe he should be 
running on that. Who needs 
‘The Terminator’ when you 
have the Dean campaign 
catching criminals,” Oddo 
told The Brooklyn Papers, 
adding that he didn’t know 
that KEO was a wanted man 
when he went after Dean for 
employing him. 

Dean spokesman Erie 
Schmetltzer, who explained 
the graffiti mural as an attempt 
to “reach out to urban 
youths,” said the presidential 
candidate does not support 
any illegal activities. 

“He gave Blake [Lethem] 
legal space to express him- 
self,” Schmeltzer said of the 
campaign mural. 

Repubhcan Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg also slammed 
Dean for choosing the graffiti 
backdrop. 

“It’s unfortunate that Mr. 
Dean would promote and ro- 
manticize a form of vandal- 
ism, especiaby considering 
this city’s success in ehminat- 
ing this urban blight.” a 
Bloomberg spokesman said 
last month. 

Reacting to the Dean cam- 
paign stop last month, Brook- 
lyn Borough President Marty 
Markowitz, a Democrat and 
an ardent anti-graffiti activist, 
said Dean and his advisors 
made a big mistake. 

“Obviously, this was only a 
temporary ‘artistic’ expres- 
sion, but graffiti creates per- 
manent problems ... I certain- 
ly hope Governor Dean’s 
advisors wib think twice about 
using this type of a backdrop 
the next time he visits our 
city.” 

A poll this month of likely 
voters in New Hampshire’s 
January primary showed Dean 
holding a 10-point lead over 
Massachusetts Sen. John Ker- 
ry, 29 percent to 19 percent. 
The remaining candidates, in- 
cluding newcomer Wesley 
Clark, were in the single dig- 
its, and 29 percent remained 
undecided. The poll was con- 
ducted by American Research 
Group of Manchester, N.H. 

Rep. Dick Gephardt of 
Missouri and Sen. Joe Lieber- 
man of Connecticut received 6 
percent, the retired general, 
Clark, 5 percent and Sen. John 
Edwards of North Carolina 3 
percent. Carol Moseley Braun 
and Rep. Dennis Kucinich of 
Ohio were at 1 percent and A1

Charles Mees ‘Rauschenberg’ is 
a canvas depicting the artists life 



I n homage to its subject, 
“bobrauschenbergamerica,” 
at BAM’s Harvey Theater 
through Oct. 18, is really more 
of a panorama than a play. 

The canvas is nothing less 
than a huge American flag, 
which forms the lawn and one 
side of Bob Rauschenberg’s 
childhood home in Middle 
America. And onto this can- 
vas the actors bring ironing 
boards and ladders, lunchbox- 
es and toasters, lawn chairs 
and swings, their love and 
their lust, their memories and 
their machinations. 

Charles L. Mee, whose 
OBIE Award-winning “Big 
Love” was presented as part 
of BAM’s 2001 Next Wave 
Festival, has written a script 
that comprises a collection of 
scenes as eclectic and all-en- 
compassing as the artist’s 
work — an oeuvre that in- 
cludes recycled objects and 
crumpled newspapers. Direc- 
tor Ann Bogart and her exper- 
imental theater ensemble SITI 
Company have given Mee’s 
script the raucous feel of a 
traveling vaudeville show. 

Rauschenberg himself nev- 
er appears on stage. In fact, 
the only references to him 
come from his mother (Kelly 
Maurer) a ’30s mom who 
wears a tidy apron and a se- 
date perm. She comes onstage 
intermittently to present a 
slide show of her son’s youth 
— Bob with his friends, Bob 
with a girl, Bob at a dance, 
Bob riding a bike. 

The characters who do ap- 
pear in person have names in 
the program, but are never 
called by their names in the 
play. Instead they are identifi- 
able as types — trucker, bum, 
sexy chick, girl next door, mu- 
seum curator, psychopathic 
pizza delivery boy. 

This hodgepodge of Ameri- 
can characters play chess, eat 
chicken at a picnic, square 
dance, and tell bad jokes (a 
few good ones, too). The 
scenes are funny, poignant and 
ironic. A few are truly memo- 
rable: Gian-Murray Gianino is 
brilliant as the so- 
ciopath who deliv- 
ers a lecture on the 
nature of forgive- 
ness along with the 
pizza. Ellen Lau- 
ren is all pony tail 
and innocence as at /:3U

With its motley crew and 
multicultural cast and music 
(there’s pop, Latin and a band 
of bagpipers that parades 
across the stage and up the 
aisles), “bobrauschenberg- 
america” is a lot like “Our

Town” gone haywire. But 
Mee never lets the audience 
forget that something more 
important is going on. 

There are soliloquies on the 
relationship between time, 
space and perception, and a 
tribute to the man who has 
been called the first American

poet, Walt Whitman (bom in 
New Jersey, but lived his life 
in Brooklyn). One character 
notes that when we see our- 
selves in the mirror, we al- 
ways see ourselves as younger 
— and indeed we are, if you 
consider the time it takes for 
the image to get to our brains. 

Lauren’s speech on the dif- 
ference between men and 
women is a tour de force: 
“Women feel what they feel 
when they feel it and when 


they don’t feel it anymore 
they don’t feel it.” The part 
about men is more complicat- 
ed and more profound. 

There are quite a few lines 
one can’t help but want to re- 
member in order to bring 
them out at appropriate times: 
“He doesn’t know a typhoon 
from a fart,” or the reminis- 
cence on old times when “a 
silver dollar could get you a 
good meal or a good piece of 

The museum curator tells 
the audience that art “lets us 
practice freedom” and “lets us 
know what it’s like to be hu- 

“Art was not a part of our 
lives,” Bob’s mother says sev- 
eral times. But Rauschenberg 
and the audience know better. 
One suspects she does too. 

“Isn’t it something how he 
can see beauty in almost any- 
thing?” she asks. 

"Bobrauschenbergamerica” 
is as exhilarating as a Lourth 
of July celebration. It lights up 
the stage the way fireworks 
light up the sky. What a fine 
tribute to an artist whose work 
is as wide and inclusive as this 
nation ought to be!

Captain Hook 

New club owners pump up 
volume in distant Red Hook

R umors and myths about Red Hook 
abound. Some say that in the near 
future, cruise ships will dock there 
instead of in Manhattan. There’s a buzz 
that the defunct Van Brunt subway line 
will be restored to power, the electric 
trolley will return, and Ikea and Fair- 
way will be moving in. 

And then there’s the old notion that 
Red Hook is remote, desolate and diffi- 
cult to find. 

“People are shocked when they 
come here for the first time,” says Jeff 
Goldin, 35, co-owner and manager of 
the new Red Hook nightclub The 
Hook. “It’s so close.” 

The Hook is the neighborhood’s 
newest venue, a cavernous space that 
offers unobstructed views of bands, a 
stellar new 
sound system, 
stadium seating 
and a sprawling 
back patio, not 
to mention un- 
limited free 
parking. 

A 15-minute 
walk from the 
Carroll Street 
stop on the F train, pedestrians voyage 
through the romantic streets of Carroll 
Gardens, duck under the BQE on a 
footbridge atop Hamilton Avenue and 
follow hand-painted signs that direct 
them to the club. Once you cross over 
into Red Hook, it’s not hard to find. 
Surrounded by music studios, storage 
facilities and a custom glass factory. 
The Hook stands out. 

“We can play music as loud as we 
want, with the doors open, and we 
won’t have to worry about neighbors 


complaining,” says Goldin. 

Red Hook has undergone extensive 
renovation since the dot-com boom, 
and a population explosion has brought 
new life to what was in the past a trou- 
bled neighborhood. 

“Everything around here is being 
converted into residential,” says 
Goldin. But he notes the dearth of local 
venues that cater to new and longtime 
residents alike. 

“There’s nothing else even remotely 
like this in Red Hook,” he says about 
the club, which opened in mid- August. 

Where The Hook differs from other 
new bars and restaurants popping up is 
in the club’s commitment to offering 
the best live music New York City has 
to offer, five nights a week, Wednes- 
days through Sundays. One night is 
dedicated to showcasing undiscovered 
bands, and with no cover charge. 

“We’ll try to get at 
least four or five 
bands on the stage 
in one night,” says 
Goldin, “just to 
give people a 
chance to play a 
New York City 
venue.” On Tues- 
days they host a 
variety show called 
the Savage Breast, featuring poetry, 
film and comedy. And already they’ve 
proven a commitment to musical vari- 
ety, hosting local bands like Antibalas, 
as well as international sensations the 
Toasters and Groove Collective. They 
present bands that play everything from 
ska to Afrobeat to rock to samba. 

“We’re open to anything,” says 
Goldin. 

The space lends itself to these varied 
activities, since you can see the stage 
from almost any angle in the room.

And for those who are slightly wary of 
nightclub noise, Goldin ensures that the 
14-foot ceilings and 3,200 square feet 
of space offer something for everyone. 

“When you crank up the sound sys- 
tem, you can still sit at the bar and 
talk,” he says. 

Goldin expects The Hook won’t just 
be a big hit among the Brooklyn set. 
He plans to compete with venerable 
foes across the river like Bowery Ball- 
room and Irving Plaza. The five part- 
ners have experience in everything 
from stage managing television shows 
to running bars (two of the partners 
own Atlantic Avenue’s Last Exit bar), 
and they feel certain The Hook will 

“There’s something wrong with 
every other venue in New York,” he 
says. ‘Tt costs nine bucks for a drink, or 
there’s a huge cover, you can’t see, or it 
stinks.” He points out that since the 
club was incorporated after the smok- 
ing ban passed. The Hook doesn’t suf- 
fer from the lingering scent of stale 
smoke. 

“But we have a 1,600-square-foot, 
smoker-friendly backyard,” he adds. 

The building briefly housed the up- 
scale jazz club Red Hook Blue, which 


opened Sept. 21, 2001, just in time for 
the closing of the Battery Tunnel and 
the general post-9- 11 shock. But since 
then, the neighborhood, along with the 
rest of New York, has recuperated. 

The Hook caters to a more diverse 
crowd than Red Hook Blue, inviting 
neo-Brooklynites as well as those visit- 
ing from across bridges and tunnels. 
They’ve installed glowing glass bricks 
and painted the brick walls purple, in 
an eclectic-crypt decor that’s half 
grandma, half Dracula. 

Just like the rest of the neighbor- 
hood, The Hook’s transformation is not 
yet complete. Future plans include fin- 
ishing the vast basement, and creating a 
lounge that will serve light food. The 
back patio will eventually become a 
full outdoor bar. The only strike against 
the club is its location. There is, of 
course, the F train; it’s just that you 
have to walk a bit from it. You could 
also hop on the B61 bus, which runs 
along Van Brunt and Columbia streets 
from Downtown Brooklyn, DUMBO 
and Williamsburg. 

But Goldin says it’s just a matter of 
time before the rumors about Red 
Hook are quashed, and the truth about 
the neighborhood comes out.

I f you’re not an apartment 
owner, don’t plan on be- 
ing one, and have no in- 
terest in the mundane details 
of how condo or co-op unit 
owners can save cash money, 
skip this column and move di- 
rectly to the recent sales.
